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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1. This application has been filed with informal drawings which are acceptable for 
examination purposes only. Formal drawings will be required when the application is allowed. 

Specification 

2. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the page numbers in 
the specification is confusing: how many pages are enclosed in the specification? In the Brief 
Description of the drawing, applicant lists "Figure 3", however, figure 3 is not found in the 
drawings. Furthermore, the detail description is incomplete because it fails to specifically 
describe the invention adequately and accurately. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

The following guidelines illustrate the preferred layout for the specification of a utility 
application. These guidelines are suggested for the applicant's use. 

Arrangement of the Specification 

As provided in 37 CFR 1.77(b), the specification of a utility application should include 
the following sections in order. Each of the lettered items should appear in upper case, without 
underlining or bold type, as a section heading.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U S C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the maimer and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 USC. 112, first paragraph, as containing subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
The specification fails to adequately teach how to make and use the invention, i.e., fails to 



provide an enabling disclosure of how to make and use the claimed device. 
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5. Claims 1-4 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly and 
positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to 
present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one sentence form only. Note the 
format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

Regarding claim 1, line 2 "may be" is vague and indefinite. In line 2 "most conventional 
air pumps" is indefinite because it is not clear what exactly air pump structure is being referred. 
In line 4 "Massage Tube" is confusing as whether or not a new device is being referred, what is 
the structural relationship between the "massage Tube" and the apparatus. In line 5, "physically 
wider than a human body" is indefinite because the human body various on sizes. 

In claims 2-4, "your" is improper because it appears that the applicant attempts to claim 
human body. In addition, these claims are confusing because it is not clear whether an apparatus 
or a method is being claimed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made.

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7. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Keller, Jr. 
(4,688,556) in view of Ozeryansky (4,052,982). 

Keller teaches a massager comprising a massaging element 1 1 formed of a rubber 
material (column 1, lines 62-64) and having a cylinder design (see figure 5). Keller lacks ribbed 
and pointed in the surface of the massaging element. However, Ozeryansky teaches points 1 6 
and rids 22 located in a massaging surface. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify the surface of Keller's 
massaging element with ribbed and pointed surface as taught by B, so as to enhance the 
massaging effect. 

Regarding claims 2-4, the modified Keller's device has the same structure as claimed. It 
would have been obvious to a skilled artisan, upon seeing the modified Keller's device, would be 
able to perform the same steps as claimed. 

Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Hara (4,231,355), Stewart (6,146,343), Obermaier (5,830,163), Wu (5,490,821), and 
Dono et al (6,336,907) are cited to show different inflatable devices.
